Did this 
man steal 
poppy tin? 


This is the moment a man was caught on 
CCTV apparently stealing a Poppy Appeal 
collection tin from a Northampton super¬ 
market in the run up to Remembrance Day. 

He is seen standing in front of a cigarette 
kiosk inside the Asda store in Harborough 
Road, Kingsthorpe on Thursday, October 30 
at around 10.15pm. 

In front of him there is a red poppy collec¬ 
tion tin which is seen several times in the 
video. However, at some points the man is 
seen blocking the view of it. When he leaves 
the kiosk, the tin is no longer there. 

When Poppy Appeal organiser for 
Northampton, Dean Griffin, heard the news, 
he said he was left ‘shocked and saddened’. 

Mr Griffin told the Northants Herald & Post : 
“Someone must have been really desperate 
to do such a thing like this. 

“This loss is going to deprive those in the 
service and ex-service community and their 
families of much needed assistance and 
support from the Legion.

Criticism of the town in the national 
press has harmed the image of 
Northampton, fears one of its MPs. 

Northampton South MP Brian 
Binley feels the Daily Mail has 
implied the people of Northampton 
were ‘just too lazy’ to take jobs at a 
sandwich factory which has adver¬ 
tised for workers abroad. 

This is how the paper portrayed the 
town when dealing with the story 
about catering firm Greencore which 
wants to employ 300 people from fur¬ 


ther afield, including Hungary, as it 
could not find workers locally. 

Mr Binley said: “The storyline pub¬ 
lished by the Daily Mail harmed the 
image of Northampton at a time it 
was trying to attract new industry 
by way of our enterprise zone and 
when there are still 8,000 individu¬ 
als who are currently jobless in the 
town. Add to that total 9.5 per cent 
of the working population in Corby 
who are out of work to say little of 
the populations of Rushden, 
Wellingborough, Kettering, 
Daventry and Towcester.”

At the start of the week The Daily Mail 
came out with a front page splash that 
was something like: “Can’t anyone In 
Britain make a sandwich any more?” 

The story was about the 
Northamptonshire catering firm 
Greencore advertising for staff across 
the EU. 

Apparently we’re going to have hun¬ 
dreds of Hungarians making our prawn 
sandwiches instead of employing 
homegrown sandwich making talent. 

I must admit I’ve never really been 
greatly moved by the nationality of who 
prepares my food. 

In fact I would consider one of the 
great joys of travel is sampling cuisine 
cooked by foreign people. 

And if I’m getting four more prawns in 
my sandwich because Hungarians cost 
less to employ then frankly it’s a no 
brainer. 

I would have thought Daily Mail read¬ 
ers, of all people, would get that. 

Personally I think the Mail was more 
moved by the headline than the story.

That headline is almost a middle class 
battle cry (and there aren’t many of 
those). 

Isn’t there anyone around here who can 
make me a sandwich? 

That is the wail of the commuter who 
got to the train’s catering car too late, 
the hotel guest with hunger pangs after 
room service stopped serving, the busi¬ 
nessman who just doesn’t understand 
the trendy buffet at the product launch 
party. 

Not even the Daily Mail cares who is 
making the sandwiches in 
Northampton, they just wanted to write 
that headline because they knew it 
would put a smile of recognition on 
their readers’ faces. 

In the end, however, the fuss has 
resulted in Greencore - who are rightly 
proud of employing diverse members of 
staff - being invited to attend various 
job fairs. The vacancies have been get¬ 
ting excellent publicity and if there are 
Brit sandwich makers looking for their 
big chance - here it is. It doesn’t feel like 
‘happy ever after’ but perhaps it’s as 
close as it gets these days...

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Naming streets 
the Druids Way

An MP has made a call 
for common sense after 
a second Druids Way 
sprung up in Northamp¬ 
ton - two miles from the 
original. 

The first Druids Way is 
in Parklands, Northamp¬ 
ton, and the latest is on a 
new housing estate in 
Moulton which has 
recently been granted its 
name by Daventry 
District Council. 

Northampton North 
MP Michael Ellis said: 
“There is now a Druids 
Way in Parklands and 


one in Moulton. Both 
have similar postcodes 
and are less than two 
miles apart. 

“Already a midwife has 
gone to the wrong Druids 
Way and parcels have 
turned up at the wrong 
house. 

“I have said Daventry 
District Council, which is 
responsible for the new 
Druids Way, should have 
used some common 
sense. You should not 
have two streets with the 
same name so close 
together.” 

Responding, Tony 
Gillett, resources man¬ 
ager at Daventry District 
Council, said: “A check is 


run to ensure there is no 
duplication in the village 
before it is forwarded to 
the developer for approv¬ 
al. 

“If there are no objec¬ 
tions we apply to the 
Royal Mail for a post¬ 
code. 

“In the case of Druids 
Way in Moulton there 
was no match for the 
name within Moulton 
and no objections were 
received from the public. 

“The fact there are now 
two Druids Ways in the 
NN3 area should pose no 
problem for any statuto¬ 
ry bodies including 
Royal Mail or emergency 
services.”

and in particular the state of bus 
services in the country, and to 
hear what people in 
Northamptonshire thought 
about the service they received. 

To show how important this 
topic is to Labour, he was joined 
by the new Shadow Minister for 
Transport, Michael Dugher, who 
had been in the post less than a 
day. 

The theme of Ed’s speech 
centred on these questions: Who 
are the country’s 
bus services run 
for? Are they for the 
people who use 
them or are they for 
the bus companies 
to make huge 
profits? 

Mr Miliband was 
firmly on the side 
they were not run for 
the people who used 
them and ‘people 
were paying more for 
less’. 

Following his speech, 


both he and Mr Dugher, held a 
question and answer session, 
listening to issues raised by 
people about their experiences on 
the buses. 

Speaking afterwards, Mr 
Miliband said: “I think it was 
really interesting. I think you saw 
from the question and answer 
session there were a number of 
issues about local bus services. 

“I think it is important local 
people have control of the bus 
service as they are not being 
served by the bus company at the 
moment. This is an important 
issue as how do you make sense of 
this recovery if you cannot get to 
work or get to college? 

“It should be done through city 
or county regions in the case of 
Northamptonshire. 

“We should be getting routes 
which matter to local people. 

“Who is in charge? The bus 
company or the people it serves? 

“It should be about local people 
making decisions about routes 
and not the bus company.”

When food lovers in 
Northampton heard the news 
that Dang’s had closed, many 
took to social media to 
express their sadness, with 
more than 120 people leaving 
posts on the Dang’s Facebook 
page.

County’s top for special constables 


Northamptonshire Police has 
the highest proportion of 
special constables per head 
of population in the country, 
according to a new HMIC 
report. 

The county’s force current¬ 
ly has 380 special consta¬ 
bles - 74 per cent above the 
national average, equivalent 
to 0.54 special constables 
per 1,000 people. This 
compares with the national 
average of 0.31. 

This means, in total, 
special constables in 
Northamptonshire have 
contributed 87,733 hours 
this year, a marked increase 
from 70,510 hours in 2013 
and 42,152 in 2012. 

They have also made 648 
arrests, recorded 1,014 
crimes, made 623 alcohol 



seizures, attended 5,070 
emergency incidents, 
contributed 415 hours 
support to custody and 
spent 5,247 hours focused 
on Operation Nightsafe 
(reducing alcohol-related 
crime and anti-social behav¬ 
iour in the town centres at 
weekend evenings). 

Police and Crime 
Commissioner Adam 


Simmonds {pictured right) 
said: “My aim is to make 
Northamptonshire the safest 
place in England and I’m 
delighted we can now 
announce our county has the 
highest proportion of 
specials in the country. This 
is a significant success.” 

Mr Simmonds last year 
made his intention of 
increasing the number of 
specials to 900 by May 
2016. 

With the number currently 
at 380, Chief Constable 
Adrian Lee {pictured left), 
admits there needs to be a 
change in the recruitment 
rate in order to hit the 
target, and said he would 
like to encourage a wide age 
range of people to apply to 
be specials.

Sandwich factory’s 
on Hungary mission

A sandwich factory in Northampton is being 
forced to recruit workers from Hungary 
because ‘not enough locals will do the job’. 

According to a front page article in the Daily 
Mail on Monday, bosses at sandwich maker, 
Greencore Group, flew out to Hungary on the 
same day in search of 300 staff members for 
its new £30m factory in Northampton, 
which opens in 2016. 

It led to the front-page headline, ‘Is 
there no one left in Britain who can 
make a sandwich?’ 

The firm, which supplies M&S, 

Waitrose, Sainsbury’s, Tesco and 
Asda, later confirmed in a state¬ 
ment that it was looking for workers 
in Hungary to fill in the positions but 
denied the claims that it was only 
employing Hungarians. 

The statement reads: “Greencore employs 
around 1,100 colleagues in Northampton and 
is currently looking to recruit a number of 
new staff. We have already started a range of 


recruitment initiatives locally and have been 
pleased with the response. However, we will 
also be considering applicants from further 
afield, including Hungary, and will be 
conducting interviews with suitable candi¬ 
dates in due course. 

“We are extremely proud of the diversity of 
our workforce and, as always, will be hiring 
on a strict equal opportunities basis.” 

Building work began last week on the new 
facility on the site of a former shoe 
factory - next to Greencore’s existing 
unit in Deer Park Road, Moulton 
Park. 

Since the Daily Mail article was 
released, Labour parliamentary 
candidate for Northampton 
South, Kevin McKeever, invited 
Greencore to attend his jobs fair 
next year in a bid to encourage local 
people to apply. Within hours, it 
accepted. 

Mr McKeever said: “I welcome Greencore’s 
positive response to my call for a local jobs 
fair, to ensure as many of the new opportuni¬ 
ties are filled by local people first.”

Cllr Mackintosh’s holiday 
camp remark was right 

I am not a resident of Northampton, 
but I saw the article about the coun¬ 
cil being compared to a holiday 
camp in your paper the other week. 

I believe Cllr Mackintosh had every 
right to make this remark: “But 
frankly when I talk to businesses 
across the whole of the town, the terms 
and conditions under which our staff 
work, frankly they look at the council 
and think this is a holiday camp.” 

We suffer in this country from both 
a local government establishment 
and a civil service that has no busi¬ 
ness acumen and no experience of 
what real work is all about. Wasteful 
spending and procedures at all levels 
seems to be de riguer. I spent 40 


years working as a buyer in 
the electronics industry - if I had 
made some of the faux pas on spend¬ 
ing that our civil servants and local 
government bodies make, I’d have 
been out on my ear in no time. If I’d 
not been willing to work unpaid 
overtime to get the job done when we 
were under pressure, my chances of 
promotion would have been 
minimal. It has nothing to do with 
income levels - it is all about 
commitment and pride in the job 
you take on. Either do what it takes 
to get the results - or get out! 

These days, if one needs to contact 
a local government office, one is 
lucky to be able to get the phone 
answered before 9.30 in the morning 
and there is no hope at all of getting 
it answered after 4.55pm - everyone 
is too busy putting their coats on to 
get home! Letters take weeks to get a 
reply - and then it is usually just a 


holding letter saying “We are investi¬ 
gating” - even when an investigation 
shouldn’t take more than 15 minutes! 

If companies provided the appall¬ 
ing service that is commonly deliv¬ 
ered by our “public servants” up and 
down this country, they would go to 
the wall. Unfortunately there is no 
alternative to their inefficient laissez- 
faire standards, so we have to accept 
it. These individuals seem to ignore 
the fact that their role is public serv¬ 
ant - and servants are supposed to 
serve! How long would Her Majesty’s 
lady-in-waiting last if she only 
worked 9-5 I wonder and wasn’t 
available to accompany HM to even¬ 
ing or weekend functions? 

Personally I’d like to see a major 
shake-up of our entire political 
system - no councillor or MP should 
be allowed to serve more than two 
terms in office in their life time. To 
stand for public office - or be 
employed by a local or county coun¬ 
cil - one should be a minimum of 30 
years old so that there is some real 
experience of work and life brought 
to the post and have held employ¬ 
ment continuously in commercial 
organisations for at least ten years - 
not neccessarily with the same one - 
but certainly not more than three 
employers in that period. 

I believe many more fundamental 
reforms are required to restore trust 
in our political system and get this 
country moving again - with people 
like Cllr Beardsworth being amongst 
the first to be put out to pasture. 

Meanwhile, I trust Cllr Mackintosh 
will continue to “tell it like it is.”

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O’Toole’s response pleases boss 
after Wilder voices displeasure

Cobblers boss Chris Wilder felt that 
summer signing John-Joe O’Toole 
bounced back from stinging criti¬ 
cism delivered this week with a good 
showing in the Johnstone’s Paint 
Trophy exit at Leyton Orient. 

On Monday Wilder revealed that 
the midfielder had not performed to 
his satisfaction since his switch from 
Bristol Rovers and that he might send 
him out on loan from Sixfields. 

However, the 26-year-old was given 
a chance to impress in East London 
and despite Tuesday’s 2-0 defeat, 
Wilder was pleased with what he saw. 

“We’re looking a stronger group and 
I thought John-Joe’s reaction to our 
comments was first class,” said the 
manager. 

“I thought he was really good and 
especially in the second half he was 
really positive and drove the game 
forward. 

“He can take a lot of encourage¬ 
ment from the game and hopefully 
he will prove to be a big player for us.” 

O’Toole arrived from Rovers, who 
were relegated to the Conference on 
the final day of last season when the 
Cobblers secured survival, in June. 

He was seen as a major signing after 
bagging 15 goals for the Gas last sea¬ 
son but Wilder did not hold back with 
his comments before the JPT south¬ 
ern area quarter final with Orient. 


“I don’t think John-Joe has pro¬ 
duced anything near what we expect 
him to,” he said. 

“We’ve spoken to him, he’s not got 
himself up to speed and he’s not got 
his season going. 

“As coaching staff we have to make 
decisions and look at why that is but I 
think the player has to look at him¬ 
self as well. 

“We’ve seen glimpses from him but 
we’ve not seen enough. He needs to 


up his game and we need to make 
sure that we get the best out of him. 

“A loan might be an option if it 
guarantees him games but we can’t 
use our first team games to get him 
fit. We spoke as a group a couple of 
weeks ago to say that we needed to 
work harder and he comes into that 
category.” 

O’Toole has played 18 times for the 
Cobblers this season - ten of those 
from the bench - and hasn’t yet regis¬ 


tered his first goal for the club. 

Wilder was disappointed with ref¬ 
ereeing decisions on Tuesday which 
he felt disadvantaged his men against 
the League One strugglers. 

Jay Simpson’s first-half strike sent 
Orient on their way to a first victory 
in front of their own fans this season. 

But Mauro Milanese’s side had to 
weather a late storm before Marvin 
Bartley drove in the second in the 
last minute. 


Wilder, who was back on the touch- 
line after serving a two game ban, 
said: “I’m a bit disappointed because 
I think we deserved a little bit more. 

“We deserved better decisions from 
the referee. 

“I think the first goal was offside 
and I think we should have had a 
definite penalty when O’Toole goes 
into the area and gets his head taken 
off. And the second goal was a clear 
foul on Darren Carter. 

“I’ve gone in to see the referee, but 
not shouted. Last time I did that I got 
a couple of matches. I went in and 
said I was disappointed with his per¬ 
formance. 

“Decisions like that changed the 
game, if we had scored the penalty 
then who knows?” 

Cobblers have now lost five of their 
last seven matches in all competi¬ 
tions and head to Cambridge United 
in 15th place in the table as League 
Two action resumes tomorrow night. 

But after seeing his side put their 
League One hosts under pressure 
once Chris Hackett and top scorer 
Marc Richards were introduced from 
the bench in the second period, 
Wilder believes there are plenty of 
positives to draw on. 

He added: “In the second half we 
forced the issue and possibly should 
have scored. 

“We can take a lot of belief out of the 
performance and with Kaid 
Mohamed, Hackett and Richards on 
the pitch we looked a greater attack¬ 
ing threat and caused the opposition 
quite a few problems.”

It’s all uphill to down Dale for the Cobblers 
after their 0-0 FA Cup first round draw with 
Keith Hill’s ten-man Rochdale. Ex-Cobbler 
Ian Henderson was red carded for a kick at 
Ben Tozer yet Ivan Toney missed a second- 
half free header to dump their League One 
opponents out. 

In truth, Rochdale’s pass-and-move football 
was a class above Northampton’s when both 
sides had 11 players but, as Dale tired, 
Northampton’s direct approach carved open 
enough openings to capitalise. 

With Chris Wilder banished to the stands 
after his two-match ban, Cobblers fielded a 

3- 5-2 system, with the maligned Daniel Alfei at 
right wing-back while Emile Sinclair partnered 
Toney in front of Joel Byrom, Lawson D’Ath and 
Stewart Murdoch in midfield. 

Rochdale’s high impact touch-and-go warm 
up had them bang on for kick-off and their 
expansive approach saw the Spotland side 
dominate early possession. 

Yet, Stuart Gray signing Henderson lashed 
out after being riled by Tozer on the touchline 


and headed for a 14th-minute early 
bath. 

The dismissal was harsh, with a 
booking and a word in the ear suf¬ 
ficient but with referees encour¬ 
aged to reach for the red the knee- 
jerk was always going to follow 
Henderson’s toe. 

The stand-out player was 
Rochdale’s Matt Done, the num¬ 
berless tricky winger more obvious 
after losing his 16 shirt to a blood 
injury. Dale could have put the 
opener past nervy Northampton 
on the cusp of half-time but 
Stephen Dawson’s beautifully 
weighted chip came back off Matt 
Duke’s bar. 

With Alfei again replaced early, 
this time for Darren Carter, the 
second period saw Northampton 
begin to set the agenda. 

Sinclair, finding his sprinting 
spikes, could have scored one-on- 
one versus Conrad Logan but had 
his effort saved. 

That said, Cobblers remain vul¬ 
nerable in low scoring matches and Oliver 
Lancashire would have notched with a 55th 
minute cheap header except for Duke’s tip 
over. 

Oxford loanee left-back Tom Newey’s diago¬ 
nals became the focus for the Northampton 
attack with Sinclair and Kaid Mohamed lurk¬ 
ing to pounce on Toney’s flick-ons.

However, it was Toney who missed the game’s 
killer chance with ten minutes remaining. 

Showing good inter-play, Murdoch found 
Tozer, who fed Mohamed, the left winger drop¬ 
ping a shoulder and sending a cross to marker¬ 
less Toney who could only nod over with the 
goal gaping. 

Perhaps Toney can blame his Will Smith circa 


1990 haircut, his expression 
more fresh wince than fresh 
prince but the striker made 
amends with an immediate 
high-rise knockdown that 
Sinclair should have buried. 

Miserable finishing was 
par for the course with an 
evil squall swirling round 
Sixfields as Ashley 
Eastham’s header thumping 
off Duke’s right hand post 
meant a round two draw 
against Portsmouth or 
Aldershot for the winners of 
the replay at Spotland on 
November 18. 

Meanwhile, on Tuesday 
night Cobblers went down 
2-0 at Leyton Orient in the 
Johnstone’s Paint Trophy. 

The match gave game time 
to John-Joe O’Toole, the 
midfielder openly criticised 
by manager Wilder both in 
terms of work rate and fit¬ 
ness levels. 

This leaves Cobblers’ fans questioning the 
sense in a three year deal for a player described 
as less than straightforward by fans of his pre¬ 
vious clubs.

FORMULA ONE: Just 17 points separate 
championship leader Lewis Hamilton and his 
Mercedes team-mate Nico Rosberg after the 
latter won the Brazilian Grand Prix ahead of 
the Brit on Sunday.

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Wood backing England as 
Saints tussle with Chiefs

Northampton Saints flanker Tom 
Wood insists there will be no 
panic in the England camp after a 
narrow defeat to the All Blacks at 
Twickenham. 

It was thought that Stuart 
Lancaster’s team needed nothing 
less than three wins in their 
autumn internationals against 
New Zealand, South Africa and 
Australia, with their home World 
Cup now less than a year away. 

But the world champions, after a 
tight first half, picked apart 
England with ease, the 24-21 
scoreline not doing justice to their 
display or some questioned tactics 
and frequent errors from 
Lancaster’s troops. 

With confidence key in the 
months ahead, the last thing 
England needed was a fourth con¬ 
secutive defeat against the All 
Blacks and it puts severe pressure 
on gaining a result against South 
Africa on Saturday. 

“We don’t want to make excuses 
but when you consider some of the 
people that were missing, those 
that stepped in did themselves 
really proud, which is great for 
English rugby that we are devel¬ 
oping that strength within the 
squad,” said Wood. 

“We’re stepping it up a level in 
training and it’s starting to show. 

“There are some big names to 
come back and that strength in 
depth and variety and being able 
to pick different players for differ¬ 
ent occasions is going to be a real 



strength for us going forwards. 

“The result is frustrating but 
there are plenty of positives. We’re 
close, we just need to keep the 
faith in what we are doing and 
learn the lessons from this. It will 
make us stronger players and a 
better team.” 

Wood admits the post-match 
analysis at England’s five star 
Surrey hotel made for painful lis¬ 
tening - with fans growing 
increasingly tired of being so near 
and yet so far. And while weekend 
results prove the gap between 
northern and southern hemi¬ 
sphere is narrowing - dramatic 


improvement is required as the 
countdown to the World Cup 
gathers pace. 

“The pressure is always on us to 
perform at Twickenham, this 
result won’t change how we pre¬ 
pare. We’ll come out and give it 
everything and hopefully we’ll fall 
on the right side of the result,” 
Wood added. 

“South Africa are a quality outfit, 
they’ve a big powerful pack, so we 
need to be on top of our game as 
it’s going to be physical. We’re 
working on our game, our shapes 
and our structures and the way we 
want to approach the game and 


try and take it to them. That’s the 
main focus and that won’t 
change.” 

Meanwhile, Saints duo Dylan 
Hartley and Courtney Lawes are 
confident of facing South Africa 
after suffering concussion. 

Northampton return to 
Premiership action tomorrow 
night without their international 
stars, at home to Exeter Chiefs. 

Saints are top of the table with 
the Devon side, who beat 
Northampton in the LV= Cup final 
earlier this year, going well in 
third with four wins from six. 

It promises to be a good game 
under the lights at the Gardens 
with Saints going into the clash on 
the back of two LV=Cup wins over 
Newcastle and Scarlets with the 
autumn internationals stars away. 

“It’s been a fantastic start lead¬ 
ing on to the Premiership,” said 
fly-half James Wilson. “We roll on 
from that and we’ve got a big job 
ahead this week against Exeter. 

“They’ll bring a strong side here 
on Friday night and we’ll have to 
be ready for that. 

“We found that out last year in 
the final of the LV= Cup. They put 
a strong side out for most games 
they play because they stay 
together for a lot of the season. 

“We’re going well though despite 
the loss of our internationals and 
are gelling really well. I think we’ll 
front up to the challenge.”

“We’re keen to retain all of our top 
players and also strengthen the 
squad if we can.”
